Handling NSC Assignments . Much of this will 
as we go along , So far the followijig points* 


a, Ithen an ‘JSC action is referred to OCB for implerpui- 
tation, the Assistants should study the assignment and nreoare 

recommendation to the Board on how it should be handled," i 
This would normally include agreement between the agencies 
concerned as to division of responsibility for operational! 
planning, deadline for reporting operational plans to OCie for ' 
check on inter-agency coordination and other matters relinting * 
to Section 2 of the Executive Order.

CUSS these more fuia.y,) In scffie cases a good deal of prr-li.Tdri ry 
inquiry within the agencies, a;q5loring the possibilities: for • 
implementing the NSC action, may be desirable before any 
recommendation is meda to the Board, i 

b. Where responsibilities under an NSC assignment are ‘ 
considerable, the volume of work will usually make it 
advisable for each agency and the OCB staff to designate 
action officer to serve as principal point of contact for i 
inter-agency staff work. When the nature of an assignment 
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is such that these action officers should be formall .7 oir^ganiaod 
as a working group, tliis should be done with clearly stated : 
terms of reference, and Board approval in order to iasia'e thaa 
the necessary time of the personnel concerned will be mttde 
available. In general it is desirable to keep such foitrial 
arrangements to a minimiim. When a working group is set tip, 
it will be important to see that the members svdng enoui;h 
xjeight in their agencies to do business effectively. This should 
not mean, however, that they come to meetings rigidly instruaued 
on an agency position. TJiey should have some freedom to 
negotiate. 

c. As a rule, r:uch tlrioughtand perhaps even preliminary ^ 
operational planning will have been done in the agencies whilk) 
a paper is being processed through the Planning Board for NSO 
action. Much waste and some possible mistakes can be avoided if 
this thinking and planning ca:i be made available throug;^i 
appropriate liaison when OCB goes to work on implementation. : 

3 . Role of OCB Staff . It is axiomatic that the bulk of the Kjork 
for OCB must be done in the agencies concerned. However, exj^'erierioe 
in inter-agency collaboration, as well as the Executive Ordeft' end rl'ie 
thinking that went into the Jackson Report, shows the value of h£nii:.-ig 
a small nucleus of highly qualified professionals to functioi as 
coordinators and catalj’sts from the over-all, as distingunshed frcri 
the agency, point of view. A ddstinctive feature of OCB's respona-- 
bilities is that they do not end with the approval of a basic papec’ bvN 
require continuous follow-up in the light of the developing i'itxiati .on. 
Hence it is highly desirable to have at least one person in the GcT'em- 
ment who is keeping closely enough in touch with the progress of a 
given assignment to be able to call attention promptly to prc-blema of 
timing and to overlaps, gaps or inconsistencies betx-Jeen the agencifiS* 
contributions, as well as to suggest the need for ‘’initiating new « 
proposals'* in response to changes in the situation. Such a person 
because of his neutral position is able to make a unique contributt-on 
to inter-agency teamwork by chairing meetings and helping in less t ‘ormi 1 
xirays to reconcile differences of point of view. The 0GB staff shorld 
not be conceived as an additional agency among agencies but simply as i r- 
area where the member agencies overlap, essentially a part of all iiour 
families. It should do its work b’/- negotiation and persuasirn or by 
asking questions, never by trying to give orders. 
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ii,. The Composition nf OCB Staff . In addition to pf:opls nee«ifid 
to do the necessary secretariat work, plus others for cleric el ant" 
administrative support, the orofessional nucleus discussed 3 
should be composed of ve->-satile and highly competent men whose jueipnen:; 
and collaboration will be valued by the agency people with whom they 
xTOrk, There should be several persons specially qualified for each 
of the major regions of ’:.he world as well as a few with excellent* 
fxmctional background in economics, military affairs, and political 
warfare respectively. ('Phere is also the problem of intelligence 
backstopping and screening of information which we have yet to ditcuss. 

A small group of the professional staff is apt to be needed "or 
carrying on support of tjie former POC functions, and perhaps one 
person for 10/2 - 10/5 nEitters. These persons, being closelv cone erne- 1 
xvlth Mr, Jackson's field of interest, vjill probably be ccllal on 
give him special support as the PSB staff has done hitherto. Theu 
should also be flexible provision for bringing in outside consults its 
when needed. 

5. Sources of OCB f t aff . In the future it seems likely that 
securing professional oei-sonnel of the requisite caliber 'rjill lar^ ;ly 
depend upon willingness of the member agencies to make them available. 
After the present fiscal year, legal technicalities concerning adminis- 
trative support may make it necessary for all personnel to bt; on detai::. 
from agencies. If each agency makes available a balanced emtingant 
of about five officers with excellent background in the fjncl.ions l-md 
regions of major conceim to it, the result should be a group of about 
the right size and comporition. This can only be accomplished graiualjy, 
however, and meanwhile every effort should be made to adaot ' be ex .stir j 
PSB staff to the new work nattem as far as their qualifications nermit'. 

POC Functions . Some handy mechanism to handle coorcinatiin 
of propaganda guidances on a daily and hourly basis needs to be up 
with participation of lEIA. Sxperience has shown that ti?ne and effort 
are saved if this mechanism is centralized in one place with a small 
grou.p of people to do the necessarj'- phone or leg x-rork. H(^nce i.t n» y 
be the best solution to form a subcommj.ttee of 0GB for this purpo^; 
and give it central staff service through the group of political wt r- 
fare specialists mentioned above. Mr, Herding of USIA is expected] to 
have a special interest in this problem, we should have -i meetings to 
discuss it with him and otliers concerned after the 21st.
